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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that none of the prior art 
references teach the utilization of quantum dots. This argument is not found persuasive because Nearn et al. disclose zinc oxide 
nanoparticles and Lee teaches that zinc oxide particles are known as quantum dots. 

Amendments are also not deemed to put application in condition for allowance or to further prosecution in any way. The previous claims 
were to a composition comprising said dots and to a method of making said compositions comprising adding said dots to said 
compositions. The present amendments are to a method of using said dots comprising adding said dots to the previously claimed 
compositions. The compositions and methods of making are obvious and although applicant has modified the preamble, the steps of using 
said dots are the same as the previous method of making steps. 
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
